Incidentally on Sunday morning owing to heavy static and a very 
bad local interference we were unable to hear CKLW or CKWX, however we 
have not yet heard from any of the York members as to ee their sucec- 
ess was. We hope they had more luck than we did, especially this morn- 
ing when we tried to get KDKA for Joe Stokes! DX Club which was also 
ruined by the same conditions. This is the first DX Club program that 
we have missed over KDKA since they started reading our tips over the 
air and we have written Joe Stokes today to find out whether we missed 
any important news which you should have, we also hope to be able to 
get some information on this KDKA program from our other York members 
who may not have had as much local interference as we ‘had here at head- 
quarters, : 


Good o1! C,G.Huber our Advisary Chairman sends us the following 
FRC news which we feel that you will be interested in having. Effect- 
ive April 29, 1934. WESG, Elmira, N.Y., granted permission to operate 
on 580 kycs daytime hours,. for a period of 90 days. Effective same 
date, KWJJ, Portland, Ore., granted permission.to operate on 1040 kycs 
limited time, for a period of 90 days. WMEX, Chelsea, Mass., have asked 
for extension of completion date to May 15, 1934, which indicates that 
the StE LOH is not as yet on the air. 


Dontt forget those two contests which we are just starting, the 
first is a prize of 100 club-letterheads to the member who verifies 
the most of our specials scheduled for April 8, 14 and 15, The second 
‘is a prize of 100 club-stickers to the member who writes in to KDKA 
in regards. to the DX Club most frequently during the next two months, 
_ Don't forget that Joe Stokes is acknowledging all cards and letters 

received in cqnnection with this program over the air and we are using 
this method to keep check on who wins this contest. 


We are greatly indebted to Manuel Velasques for quite a bit of in- 
teresting information which we are going to pass along to you at this 
time. First of all we learn.that the WILM, Wilmington, Del. program on 
Monday morning, April 23 will be from 1; 45 to 2:45 A.M., E.S.T. inst- 
ead of from 1:45 to 2:00 A.M., as the other tests had been, which they 
have been running the second and fourth Monday morning of each month, 
We also learn that the research and engineering staffs of Atwater Kent 
have compiled a worldwide radio directory tat lists the 300 principal 
short wave stations svotted around the globe as well as all of the 150 
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police stations in this country and more than 700 standard broad- 
casting stations in North America, It is being distributed by radio de- 
alers. We judge that you can obtain one of these from your local dealer 
but suggest that you try early in order that his supply may not be ex- 
housted. Amont other features, the directory contains instructions on 
when where and how to tune in on shortwave stations,.Mr. Velasques also 
passes on to us the information that any short wave station failing to 
sign on the quarter=hour may be logged tentatively as a foreign station. 
He says he has also learned from another Long Istand DXer that YV2AM 
wis located in Maracaibo, Venz. and can be heard at intervals on the 6070 
kycs band sandwiched in between W8XAL and WOXAA. They can be identifi- 
ed by tne single stroke of a gong which he says reminds them of one tak- 
ing a good, healthy kick out of an empty ash can, We also learn that 
RV1LS is operating on 70,2 meters, The schedule is 4:30 to 8:30 A.M., 
BST. Did you know thet this catch is considered Asintic? 


He also sends us another bit of information which seemed rather hu- 
morous to us. He says "Don't jump to the conclusion that you have tuned 
in a foreign station becuase you hear talking in a foreign language. Ma- 
ny local stations operating in New York put on different programs aimed 
at the "foreign" sections of New York and these stations are the very 
ones that have strong harmonice that extend themselves down into the 
short wave regions. Wait for a final announcement," 


He also informs us that government radio officials are watching cl-~ 
osely the rumored attempts of Dr. John R. Brinkley to set up a floating 
broadcasting station aboard a large yacht. It is evident that the fam- 
our doctor will not get a license, from Washington and if the yacht op-= 
erates under foreign registry, it is equally certain that. the State De- 
partment will make a vehement protest agninst.the mobile broadcaster. 


Mr, Veldsques’also tells us that WEVD who recently was authorized 
to increase its power to 1 KW, has applied to the Federal Radio Commiss-~ 
ion for full time, At present it operates on the same wave length with 
WBBR, WFaB and WHAz. They have therefore asked for the 1400 kyces freque- 
ney now shared by WLTH, WBBC, WARD and WVFW, which it would have dispi- 
aced by asking for its quota facilities under the commission's regulat- 
ion, , 


We have received word that Mr, Edward J, Hinkley, radio announcer 
for WEBR has passed away, Mr. Hinkley wns the one who made the arrange-= 
ments for our DX program from that station for this coming weekeend, 
however we have gotteh in touch with other authorities at the station 
and it is our hope that they will see fit to carry through the plans 
which Mr. Hinkley so kindly made for our club. We can not therefore gu~ 
arantee you at this time that WEBR will be on as scheduled however we 
are hoping that the necessary arrangements will be made in-time for this 
program to go on ds‘ schedule, 


Did any of you hear FQN Sunday morning? We here at headquarters he- 
ard a strong carrier on that frequency around 3:45 A.M., E.S.T. but try 
as we could we could not bring anything through. 


It appears that summer static will soon be setting in and DX recep: 
tion during the summer months will then be limited as to the severity 0. 
this intense static. There are a few mornings during the summer months 
when reception is fair but we find them few and far between, We shall 
certainly be glad when the cool weather comes around again and with it 
a lessening of static conditions, we are slightly disappointed at the 
showing of the Aussies this Spring;we had hoped for better reception 
from the Aussies and New Zealanders but no such luck as yet...
